spite the modern methods steriliza- 
tion, improved aseptic surgical technique, and 
the large variety antibiotics our disposal, 
prejudice against laparotomy the horse 
still exists the veterinary profession. 
might stated that few indications exist for 
this type equine surgery. However, this 
locality have long recognized its necessity 
due the high mortality from intestinal im- 
pactions. Unfortunately, most impactions ob- 
served autopsy are found the diaphragm- 
atic flexure the large colon where they are 
not accessible rectal palpatation. Death 
inevitable these hard masses defy reduction 
most therapeutic means, except rectal mas- 
sage. 

Recently, cases were presented which 
forced attempt this type surgery. 
yearling Shetland pony, much too small for 
rectal palpation, was presented with history 
colic three days’ duration. There had 
been bowel passages this period, and 
considerable intestinal flatulence was present. 
Twelve hours after therapeusis with agents 
ranging from oils lentin had failed pro- 
duce results, decided laparotomy. 


Operative Technique 


Pentobarbital sodium was used intraven- 
ously for anesthesia. Saline and dextrose 
solution was administered intravenously con- 
tinuously during surgery. The left flank was 
prepared clipping, scrubbing, and skin anti- 
sepsis. Aseptic technique was adhered 
rigidly possible throughout the operation. 
liberal vertical incision was made through 
the skin and underlying tissues the external 
oblique muscle. The muscles were separated, 
blunt dissection, the direction their 
fibers and the peritoneum was incised with 
scissors. The small colon ballooned into the 
operative area and was aspirated with sterile 
needle. The impaction was found the proxi- 
mal portion the small colon. was moved 
away from the site occlusion massage 
and broken down manual manipulation. 

The intestines were dusted with surgical 
aureomycin powder. The peritoneum and 
transversus abdominis were sutured with No. 
chromic gut; No. chromic catgut was used 
the remaining two muscular layers. The 
skin and fascia were sutured together with 
nylon and the incision covered with collodion. 

After-care consisted penicillin daily for 
five days, mild laxatives, and light ration 
good alfalfa and mixture bran and rolled 
oats. Healing was first intention. Bowel 
movements occurred immediately following 
recovery from anesthesia. However, the wall

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the colon may have been injured and its 
elasticity impaired because several months 
later the condition recurred and again was 
necessary operate. The laparotomy incision 
was made approximately inch posterior 
the former incision. Very little scar tissue was 
found the underlying fascia and muscula- 
ture. The recovery was again complete but 
quite stormy, requiring nearly ten days. 

The second case was also pony, three 
months age, small enough fit quite com- 
fortably the small animal surgical table, 
where better aseptic technique than the 
previous case was possible. Again, the impac- 
tion was found the small colon and broken 
down manual manipulation. The wound 
healed primary union and recovery was 
uneventful. 

Discussion 


Both subjects were small which made the 
task locating the impaction much simpler 
than would large horse, especially 
the obstruction were the diaphragmatic 
flexure the colon. However, the point 
emphasized that laparotomy the horse 
possible and justified.

1951, the Legislature the State 
California acted upon and passed law regu- 
lating the care and use laboratory animals. 
The administration and the promulgation 
rules and regulations pursuant the law were 
placed under the auspices the State Depart- 
ment Public Health. 

the diseases, husbandry, and other prob- 
lems relating laboratory animals are con- 
sidered come within the scope veterinary 
medicine, interpretation the law and 
regulations, and the philosophy behind the law 
and that embodied its administration, might 
interest the veterinarians the State 
California. 

Section 1650 the law relating the Care 
Laboratory Animals states, public 
health and welfare depend upon. the humane 
use animals for scientific advancement 
the diagnosis and treatment human and ani- 
mal diseases, for education, for research the 
advancement veterinary, dental, medical, 
and biologic sciences, for research animal 
and human nutrition, and improvement and 
standardization laboratory procedures 
biologic products, pharmaceuticals and drugs.” 

The law goes state that administration 
the law, making regulations under the 
law, inspection, approval and certification 
establishments using animals, are all responsi- 
bilities the Health Department. 

Regulations formulated the State Depart- 
ment Public Health require: (1) That all 
persons (or institutions) using animals apply 
for approval keep and use laboratory ani- 
mals and certified the Health Depart- 
ment; (2) physical inspection made 
every applicant’s premises and quarters where 
animals are kept; (3) that records kept 
the number, types, and disposition ani- 
mals used; (4) that minimum standards 
adhered respect humane care and 
treatment, housing, feeding, and the employ- 
ing trained and capable personnel for 
handling the animals. 

was not, nor now, the intent the law 
nor the Health Department restrict investi- 
gators the choice animals nor the 
procedure applied these animals. The pur- 
pose the law and regulations insure 
high standard the care and use animals, 
including the employment humane prac- 
tices, adequate sanitary measures, proper nu- 
trition, and satisfactory housing. 

Most medical and research institutions, and 
laboratories have long realized that high 
standards care the housing and mainte- 
nance their research and/or diagnostic ani- 
mals essential order arrive results 
which are desired. Recognizing this fact, many 


institutions have been the instigators rais- 
ing the levels animal care, and have needed 
outside stimulus improve their methods. 
The few institutions that appeared sub- 
standard have, with the aid the Health 
Department, raised their standards way 
that was satisfactory all parties concerned. 

date, applications for certification ap- 
proval keep and use laboratory animals 
have been received from approximately 320 
persons institutions and involve more than 
quarter million laboratory animals. The 
common animals comprising this figure are: 
the dog, cat, monkey, rabbit, rat, mouse, ham- 
ster, guinea pig, and chicken. 

can seen from the list animals used, 
each species presents different problem 
housing, caging, feeding, and maintenance. In- 
formation sparse concerning these, and other 
problems encountered the administration 
animal quarters. Because these facts, has 
been brought light and emphasized, during 
the administration the law, that there 
great need for the development center 
which has the ability collect and dissemi- 
nate data pertinent these problems. 

Although the primary requisite demanded 
from the Health Department was the adminis- 
tration and enforcement the animal care 
law and regulations, secondary function has 
evolved which consists the offering con- 
sultative service users animals regarding 
the problems encountered animal care. 
These problems have been manifold and have 
indicated that users animals welcome aid 
resolving questions arising regard the 
laboratory species animals. 

Aside from problems involving nutrition, 
caging, and diseases, the Department’s aid has 
been requested regard floor materials, 
cage construction, building materials, and 
other architectural information concerning 
animal house construction. 

Experience the administration the ani- 
mal care law has indicated that definite need 
exists for the type service that has been 
rendered under the law and regulations and 
that, the future, increasing number 
veterinarians will engaged wholly, 
part, the “care laboratory animals.”

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Mesothelioma, Unusual Equine Tumor 
CHARLES REID, D.V.M.,* Hollywood, California 


August, 1953, was called examine 
mare which the owner described “getting 
fatter but poorer all the time.” The animal 
was mare trotting horse 
type, with tremendously distended abdomen, 
suggesting rupture the prepubic tendon. 

The owner was curious when she might 
have colt, and was agreed that she was 
large enough have three colts. She had 
raised colt when she was years old, but 
had failed conceive since. extra-uterine 
pregnancy cystic stage was regarded 
possible diagnosis. 

Her breathing was rapid, shallow, and 
intercostal and diaphragmatic nature, her tem- 
perature was normal, and edema was 
present. She had good appetite but lacked 
musculature over the entire body. fact, 
had the distention the abdomen suddenly 
been removed, would have revealed condi- 
tion almost cachexial nature. The pulse 
rate was 75, and all superficial veins were 
distended; the external thoracic vein, together 
with its tributaries, appeared inflated. There 
was marked jugular pulse both sides from 
the chest the head, easily discernible 
distance feet. When the head was low- 
ered, the enlargement the vein was tremen- 
dous. Stethoscopic investigation this jugular 
pulse revealed terrific hammering with each 
wave and the heart sounds included more 
pulses and murmurs than easy explain. 
Rectal examination disclosed abdominal 
tumor situated more less the left side 
the abdomen close proximity with the 
left ovary. There was also great quantity 
fluid the abdominal cavity. diagnosis 
abdominal tumor with ascites was made. 

Treatment was not feasible and she died 
suddenly about days after observation. 

necropsy, was found that the abdomen 
contained several gallons fluid and several 
tumors, more less globular shape, varying 
size from football egg, all apparently 
connected. When strung out the floor, the 
mass was about feet long with com- 
bined weight estimated about 200 pounds. 
The necropsy report from the Los Angeles 
County Livestock Department was “our diag- 
nosis mesothelioma.” 

“Diagnosis would have been difficult had 
not had excellent clinical and postmortem his- 
tories this case. This not considered 
malignant type growth although fatal. 
states: 

“Available data afford little evidence 
metastatic propensities the part these 
tumors. Certain observers claim that they

However, might explained 
the basis transplantation caused dis- 
semination the tumor cells over the surface 
the multiplicity may due the simultane- 
ous origin new growths number 
different points. 

“Death usually result physical inter- 
ference with body functions and infections and 
suppurations which develop within these tu- 
mors.” Feldman’ also states: 

“Although mesotheliomas undoubtedly are 
rare, they must occur more frequently lower 
animals than indicated reported cases. 
The lack uniform nomenclature would 
that perhaps many these tumors 
have been designated carcinomas, endo- 
theliomas, some form sarcoma, and 
consequence they are difficult recognize 
the literature. 

“Among the neoplasms collection, 
mesothelial tumors occurred once among 
tumors horses, and twice among 230 tumors 
cattle.”
